Confidential Informant Huwark T-l, of known reliability,

Newark T-l stated that ha recently contacted a number of 
meobers of the World Cossack Association, faraingdale. 

Hew Jersey, but that he was abl e to obtain no additional 
information pertaining to HAZAKSHSD'S background and 
parentage. Hevark T-l stated f ur t he r that he had 
eonaidared contacting member of the above association In 
various parts of the world far Infor mation regarding 
amaSSHD, but that General HADHEHKD, leader of the group, 
bad persuaded him to withhold such action inaaansh as 
gfl ipmago would be eabarr eased by Inquiries concerning the 
background and aynpathies of the subject, who is hla son- 
in-law. 
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Confidential Informant Newark 7-1 also advised that he questioned 
HA2AREfJS0 , 3 statement that NAZARENKO had attended a military school In 
Rncanla since NAZARENKO vas not a Rumanian citizen and did not possess the 
"polish® for gentility normally exhibited by military me n trai ned in 
European acadnsd.es, Newark T— 1 stated further that NA3AHSJK0* S original 
declaration, to the Informant that his, NAZARENKO f S f father vas a White 
Russian or Cossack colonel who vas killed by the Bolsheviks vas later 
changed am »AZAr55E0 recently rt&tsd that his father vas lr the 0e««*v?k 
and died while subject was an infant. 

During the early part of 1950* MICHAEL GETMANOV* Meeting House 
Road, RD 1, Ambler, Seazuylvunia, made available a letter received by 
Mm from General ?yDUCKQPELSI£07, of Mu nich , Germany, to whoa he had 
written for Information concer ning NAZ ARENKO. A translation of the afore- 
mentioned letter by TATIANA NIKOSISHIN, Seattle, Washington, is set forth 
below* 

“Dear MIKHAUr MHTAH07ICH P 

“I an sending you greetings for the Feast of the Holy Easter and 
wishing you happiness an! prosperity in your new life,

**1 do not remember exactly, whether it was in August or September of 
1942, that a young man ar rived on a motorcy c le with a letter to me from 
Ataman (a Cossack Chief) STEPANOV, Military Chief of the city of Taganrog* 

I learned from the letter that his name was NAZARENKO and t hat h e vas 
serving as an ordinary policeman In the Tagranrog Police. STEPANOV vrote 
me that NAZARENKO, although not a Cossack, would like to serve at the 
Cossack Headquarters in the city of Taganrog. He recommended him as e brave 
and hottest young nag, ! I gave my consent in the answering letter. 

“During the retreat in 1943, t&ile In Taganrog, NAZARENKO, on order 
of the Ceostand, performed a successful re cormil aaaa c e with a group of 
sen, crossing over the ice the Sea of Aaov from Taganrog to Azov where 
he destroyed a Conaanlgt base and brought In Important Information. 

"He vas promoted by me to the rank of kharunjyi (commissioned 
officer of the lowest rank in the Cossack cavalry) for this operation. 
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omu forming a Cossack regiment* because of a lack of officer personnel* 

X appointed him a oottaandlng offer of a hundred and prorated him to the 
rank of a sotnik (captain of a hundred Cossacks),
